Canonization is a solemn 
declaration on the part of the 
Pope that the person in question 
led a holy life, died a saintly 
death, and is therefore entitied to 
the veneration of the Church. Is 
the ancient Church, probably 
even as late as Alexander [1I, 
who died in 1181, bishops could 
in their several dioceses allow pub- 
lie veneration to be paid to 
martyrs and saints.

But this 
seemingly impossible task did not pre- 
vent children of the Catholic Church 
during the “Dark Ages” (?) from giving 
Bibles and other books to the world. 

Begin to exercise some of that boasted 
“Freedom of Thought,” and you will be 
converted to our way of reasoning. Your 
much-extolled “Free Thought” has been, 
in reality, though fettered tight by preju- 
dice. Your “Free Press” has been a press 
enslaved to a much-reiterated falsehood. 
Be honest with yourselves, and instead of 
censuring the Catholic Chureh for oppos-.
